As Stated by you before the committee, it has never

has geen fit to assume the responsibility, that does
not relieve l\iug. but divides it hetween them,

I know that King labored under great diMealty (n
gelting up his reply to the Senate resolation nsking
for intormation in relation to the settlement of Cor-
li=8 contracta, for, by his direction, 1 drafted a
reply, giving the actual facts; he objected to it, and,
tukipg myv draft a2 o basts, he made and subsge-
quently aitered five difercnt replics to the Senate
resolution before it was satisfactory to him, and
finnlly the Becretary directed an alieration in the
lnst one. It took King six weeks to get Lils reply
futo shape satisfactory to himselr and the Secretary,
And 1 assert that he dld consult Mr., Corliss about
8 reply ; algo, that King, in quoting from the re-
port of the board, insl=ted upon omitting the worids
‘when completed”—that 1s, that it would cost Cor-
liss to complete the 00-luch engine $140,000 —and
ernsed those words in three of the coples and had
thew rewritten, You can draw your own loferences
why he desired to suppress those words,

1 notice that he says In his evidence before the
Committee on Retrenchment that he never saw the
original report of the board of wnich Commaodore
Stropg was 'resldent but once, and that was in vour

This unusual course was taken by King
lo gratity his petty spite, thinking that It wonl
annoy me—and it would 1f it had been done by a
gentleman, Bul he falled in his purp:se: it 15 not
in his power to annoy me.

1 do not address yon with any desire to be rein-
stated, for it was my intention several months gince
to resign, but my friends, in and out of the depart-
ment, remonstrated agoeinst my dolng 8o, 1 wouald
not again be i the same burcau with King, 1 have
felt hnmidfated by hn-luf obliged, Ly my position, to
come ln-contact with him a8 long 8¢ 1 have., Heis
ignorant ; lucks inteilect ; his memory I8 treachsrous;
lie 8 controlled by his prejudices ; and, in'my opialon,
I8 ulterly unfit 1o fll the positlon of chief of the
Bureau of Steam Enginecring,

As chief of the bureau he has discretionary power
to expend one miilion dollars of public money dur-
Ing lIuTreuenl fscal year. 1 nssert, from my Know-
ledge of him, that he has not the business capacity
to expend it judiclously,

One would suppose that any man posscased of
gclf-respect, after reading your resthinony before the
Committee on Retrenchment in relation to King,
would forthwith tender his resignntion: bat he {s
not the man to resign, He procured the position by
treachery to a member of the Englueer Corps—who
I8, In every way, his superior—and will hold on as
long as poesible,

Appreciating the conrtesy which you have always
extended o me during your official convection with
